Furthermore, the defendant is subject to a 

20-year mandatory minimum sentence upon conviction of Count Three of the Indictment, 

pursuant to 21 U.S.C. § 841(b)(1)(A), which provides: "If any person commits such a violation 

after a prior conviction for a felony drug offense has become final, such person shall be 



Case 1:05-cr-00179-HHK Document 37 Filed 11/10/2005 Page 2 of 2 



sentenced to a term of imprisonment which may not be less than 20 years.
